BELCHERTOWN - After the 
submission of an online peti- 
tion, the moderator, in conjunc- 
tion with the selectboard, town 
clerk and town council, resched- 
uled the Annual Town Meeting 
and Special Town Meeting for 
Saturday, June 27 at 9 a.m. to 
allow for time to prepare an out- 
door component to the meeting. 

At its meeting at Belchertown 
High School, the selectboard 
briefly took a look at having the 
high school parking lot or the 
tennis courts used for an out- 
door element to the Special and 
Annual Meetings. The board 
decided to have an outdoor com- 
ponent on the tennis court and 
the main portion in the gym of 
Belchertown High School. 


Selectboard member Jen 
Turner said she didn’t see a rea- 
son not to have an outdoor ele- 
ment to the town meeting. 

“The tennis courts are ADA 
compliant; we can get a mod- 
erator out there and we have a 
mechanism to have another per- 
son out there,’ she said. “The 
logistics don’t seem so prohibi- 
tive that we can’t have those peo- 
ple who want to go outside be 
outside.” 

Town Moderator Joseph 
Bernard made the decision to 
reschedule the meeting. 

“T think there are a lot of 
important points that we’re not 
thinking about right now because 
this is happening so quick- 
ly,” said Bernard. “As the town 
moderator, you guys have been 
voted to do this, not I, but it just 
doesn’t seem to make any sense 
to ram this through.” 

He said he didn’t know logisti- 
cally how it would work to have 
an outdoor element to the meet-

ing in one business prior to the 
meeting. 

“It’s chaos, you’re inviting an 
absolute nightmare,” he said. “I 
think the outdoor element to the 
meeting constructed with one 
business day prior to the meeting 
to plan it.” 

Bernard then proposed post- 
poning the meeting to allow time 
to determine the logistics of hav- 
ing part of the meeting indoors 
and part of the meeting outdoors. 

Selectboard member Nick 
O’Connor said the town is on a 
tight deadline due to ending of 
the fiscal year on June 30. 

“We would have to go with a 
1/12 budget option which, by the 
way, has its own set of very com- 
plicated hurdles to go through, 
not the least of which is on July 
1, we’d have no budget,’ he said. 
“Then we would have to work 
with the Department of Revenue 
or dip into free cash, which will

School committee seeks 
input from Collaborative

BELCHERTOWN -—- The 
Belchertown School Committee 
discussed making a heartfelt state- 
ment regarding racism and bias 
following a community-wide con- 
versation about racism, police bru- 
tality and the process of becoming 
anti-racist. 

The committee scheduled 
a phone call with Keri “Safire” 
DeJong from the Collaborative 
for Educational Services, which 
provides professional development 
around social justice and equity. 

School Committee Chair Mike 
Knapp said he reached out to 
DeJong to get recommendations 
for the committee and school dis- 
trict as a whole. 

“She leads a lot of their equity 
discussions and (Heidi Gutekenst 
and I) are going to talk to her to 
see what she can do and recom-

mends for our board, so we have 
some training about anti-racism 
in this district,’ Knapp said. “It’s 
a topic that really gets down to a 
lot of systemic practices and those 
can be difficult to talk about. We 
don’t always know which of those 
systemic practices are biased. 
Having someone come in to help 
us ask those questions and con- 
sider what things are truly biased 
and what can help our students 
and staff perform at a higher level 
and treat other people as humans 
would improve the district quite 
a bit.” 

Gutekenst said it would be 
important to affirm where the 
committee stood on racism and 
wanted to act quickly rather than 
waiting another two weeks to 
issue a statement. 

School Committee Diane 
Brown agree with Gutekenst.

Library offers virtual, 
printed reading program

BELCHERTOWN — The Clapp Memo- 
rial Library will be offering fun summer 
reading programs for all ages this summer. 

Though they may be different than from 
past summers, they will still encourage 
everyone to read throughout the summer 
months with simple challenges and chances 
to win prizes. 

This year, the summer reading theme 
for libraries across the country is “Imagine 
your story.” 

There are two options — one is to reg- 
ister online at www.clapplibrary.org and 
make an account in Beanstack to join 
“Escape the Enchanted Forest.” Or to fol- 
low the Sentinel each week and then report 
to the Clapp Memorial when you have 
completed an activity. For those reading 
along each week in the newspaper, be sure 
to keep a log and track all the complet- 


ed activities and report it to the library, 
either by calling 323-0417 or email clapp@ 
cwmars.org. 

Imagine Your Story is for children ages 
11 and younger. Children will create an 
online account through Beanstack, found 
on the library’s website. 

There is a program called “Escape the 
Enchanted Forest” where children will 
complete activities such as cooking, build- 
ing, learning magic tricks, reading and 
more to make their way through a world 
of fairies, giants, castles, trolls, monsters 
and other mythical creatures. Each activity 
they complete will earn them a raffle ticket 
for prizes. This summer most prizes will be 
gift certificates to local businesses. 

Children under the age of 5 may par- 
ticipate in “Imagine Your Story,’ but can 
also register for “1,000 Books Before 
Kindergarten.” Read a book (any book) to 
your newborn, infant, and/or toddler. The 
goal is to have read 1,000 books before 
your child one starts kindergarten.

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Selectboard issue statement 
on racism, police brutality

BELCHERTOWN — About 
a day after its meeting, the 
Belchertown Selectboard issued 
a statement on June 10 about rac- 
ism and police brutality following 
protests throughout country amid 
continued support of the Black 
Lives Matter movement. 

The statement reads as follows: 

We are united in our anger, 
deep sadness and frustration by 
the senseless murder of George 
Floyd by those empowered to 
serve and protect the community 
of Minneapolis. George Floyd, 
unfortunately, is only the latest 
example of a long and unbro- 
ken line of atrocities committed 
against people of color which, 
yet again, expose and illuminate 
a deep-seated and systemic prob- 
lem with racism in our country. 

This problem permeates our 
social structures - through the 
halls of our schools and halls of 
justice, our community institu- 
tions, and our laws. This is not 
because they are unique institu- 
tions, but rather because they are 


simply a reflection of our his- 
tory and the larger culture. We 
share the belief that racism must 
be actively opposed to be eradi- 
cated. It is not enough, as many 
white people assume, to simply 
not hold obviously racist beliefs. 
Belchertown - its leaders, edu- 
cators, and public servants - do 
not in any way, condone the 
actions of the Minneapolis Police 
Department and others across 
the nation where incidents have 
occurred. We will aggressively 
work to identify and eliminate 
racism and biases in any form 
within our community and its 
institutions. History has shown 
that staying silent when there is 
an opportunity to advocate for 
those who feel unseen and under- 
represented is not the right course 
of action. 

Black lives matter. 

This desperate rallying cry is 
not to be confused with the senti- 
ment that Black lives matter more 
than other lives. That was never 
the intent of the message. No life 
matters if black lives don’t; that 
is the challenge we are willing to 
accept as a community. 


We acknowledge that we must 
take this opportunity to engage 
further and look inward on our 
policies and procedures, includ- 
ing opportunities for Diversity 
and Inclusion training, recruiting 
and hiring practices to increase 
employee and volunteer diversity, 
and community collaborations to 
support active anti-racism efforts. 
We believe that town government 
should be a strong ally to create a 
more welcoming environment for 
minority-owned businesses. We 
will listen to our black neighbors 
and learn about their experiences 
and expectations. The door has 
been opened for further dialogue 
and conversation. It is vital that 
we hold space for these important 
conversations and promote their 
inclusion into our town practices. 
And finally, to the black, indige- 
nous and people of color, we hear 
you. We see you. You don’t have 
to be afraid to be different, you 
don’t have to want to blend in, 
we aS a community acknowledge 
your experience in this world as a 
non-white person, and we support 
you. We are listening and ready to 
take the next essential steps.

BELCHERTOWN - The elec- 
tion is just around the corner for 
the those who have decided to go 
to the polls.

Read a fantasy book. 

Fantasy stories can’t take place 
in the real world, and they usually 
involve magic and imaginary crea- 
tures. “Five Children and It,’ “Percy 
Jackson” and “Castle Hangnail” are 
all examples of fantasy, but you can 
read any fantasy book that looks good 





to you. 
Read a mystery. 

Mysteries involve a detective solv- 
ing a crime or puzzling situation. 
Sometimes the detective is a profes- 
sional, and sometimes it’s just a reg- 
ular person trying to figure out what 
happened. 

Read historical fiction. 

Historical fiction is about a real 
time in the past but using a not-real 
character as the focus of the story. 
These books could have happened, 
but they aren’t meant to be a factual 
retelling of a real event. 

Read some non-fiction. 

Non-fiction is sometimes called 
“true” or “real” books. These books 
are filled with facts or true stories 
without made-up characters. Non- 
fiction can include everything from 
books of experiments or recipes, to 
biographies, to information about his- 
torical events. 


Read a humorous book. 


Humor is meant to make you laugh. 
Sometimes they’re long stories, some- 
times they’re collections of shorter 
stories. 

Read a graphic novel. 

Graphic novels are like comic strips 
... but long enough for a novel-length 
story. These fully illustrated books 
can be any genre, including non-fic- 
tion. 

Listen to a podcast 

Podcasts are like discussions on 
favorite topics - and they’re made for 
listeners of all ages and interests. Try 
an episode of a podcast. 

Listen to an audiobook. 

Audiobooks are books Whether 
you listen to a book or read the words 
on a page or screen, you’re reading. 
They’re also great for car trips. Listen 
to any genre but listen to a different 
book than you used for any other 
challenge.

last us about eight or nine days of 
operation.”

Selectboard member Gail 
Gramarossa said the issue of 
equal access is at the top of her 
mind. 

Accessibility includes the abil- 
ity to hear, see and be access to 
people with disabilities. 

Selectboard Chair, Ed Boscher, 
said the idea to have the hybrid 
meeting was to have an indoor 
meeting while taking necessary 
precautions needed such as social 
distancing and fans to exhaust the 
air in the gym. 

“If we can accommodate an 
outdoor component, that would 
be great,’ he said.

After speaking with her children, 
School Committee member Ruby 
Bansal said over the weekend she 
took my children to the Educators for 
Black Lives Matter protest in Amherst 
had a conversation on “what it means 
to be non-white, the things non-white 
people endure and what it means for 
my children to be bi-racial.” 

“We talked about the difference 
messages being put out by various 
officials,’ Bansal said, including one 
by Superintendent Brian Cameron put 
out to the school community. “From 
my children, my 11-year-old son 
said, ‘(Cameron) didn’t say because 
he believed in it, he said because he 
wanted to get credit for saying it.’ My 
daughter, 13, said, ‘It didn’t feel genu- 
ine and it didn’t feel heartfelt.’”’ 

She added it was concerning “that 
the adults in charge, and I mean all of 
the officials in town, are so focused 
on making a joint statement that no 
one is willing to stand on their own 
and say, “This is important for me to

not wait. 

“Tt feels like people need to hide in 
a group and prompts me to ask, what 
are you afraid of?” Bansal asked. 
“Why is it so hard to write a mean- 
ingful statement that feels genuine 
about how we don’t tolerate racial dis- 
crimination and bias? What message 
does that send to students, staff and 
parents?” 

Gutenkenst echoed the sentiment 
saying she, too, had concerns about 
the statement. 

Cameron said he appreciated the 
feedback. 

Knapp said the committee’s the 
next steps to move the district in the 
right direction will be informed by the 
conversation with DeJong. 

“But it’s not a magic bullet right? 
It’s going to be a process and we 
should consider how serious this real- 
ly is. Heidi and I will report back at 
the next meeting with Safire’s com- 
ments,” he said adding. “The school 
committee as a group is disgusted by 
the murder of George Floyd and we 
believe ruling out bias in the schools 
is essential for students.”

Using an “All-Weather 
Umbrella Plan” 


Cc ait a minute! New England’s weather will 
change!” is a well-known phrase for those 


who live in the Northeast United States of 


America. 
Even when summertime arrives 
(;UEST | mid-June, sometimes late spring 
COLUMNIST | showers mix with unexpected bursts 


of hail. Thunder and lightning 
storms usher drenching, puddling 
rains onto thirsty grounds and gar- 
dens. When warm weather sweeps 
ashore, seacoast squalls billow 
across beaches. 

Whether living in the mountains 
or valleys of New England’s western 
regions or the eastern coastal area, 
most residents could use an action 
plan while waiting for the weather to switch. 

Then, maybe it’s wise to have an “All-weather 
Umbrella Plan?” Borrowing a familiar insurance policy 
term helps us to learn that an umbrella policy covers that 
which needs extra, extended coverage. 

Whether your go-to umbrella protects you from soak- 
ing showers or whether it’s a big backyard umbrella for 
protection from hours in harmful sunrays, or even if it’s 
a big, family beach umbrella, its purpose is to provide 
a covering; a shield; a safe guard from weather-related 
elements. 

Interestingly, an umbrella’s components are well suited 
for standing up under some of life’s atmospheric issues. 
Whether it’s cascading, torrential rains or a backyard or 
beach time with extended sun overexposure, an umbrella 
offers a protective covering. 

Simply put, an umbrella is composed of a shaft, 
spokes, stretchers, springs, a canopy and a handle. 
Using a little imagination, let’s pop up “An all-weather 
Umbrella Plan.’ Maybe use it when you’re caught in a 
rainstorm, or sitting out enjoying the sunshine? Or, pos- 
sibly use it when dealing with life’s important situations? 

First let’s consider an umbrella’s construction and the 
design’s purpose: 

1. Shaft: a central, mainstay staff. Strong. Dependable. 
Adjustable and can be extended to desired, intentional 
lengths. 

2. Spokes: “rib-like” supportive, curved structures. 
Designed purposefully to bend in a curved shape. 
Flexible. Movable. Supportive to the central shaft. 

3. Stretchers: Strong, supportive “extended arms” 
holding up the “rib-like” spokes. Specifically designed to 
stay connected to each other and to the shaft. 

4. Springs: Two, shaft-installed catch springs. When 
pressed, their function brings the umbrella covering UP 
for protection or DOWN for storage and future use. 

5. Canopy: A cover made from eight, custom-cut, 
weather-proof nylon panels. 

6. Handle: The handgrip is strategically connected to 
the shaft bearing the weight of all the umbrella’s compo- 
nents and purpose. 

Having “An all-weather Umbrella Plan” prepares us as 
family members and friends to be alert in protecting and 
safely preserving others and ourselves from any harmful, 
pelting, overexposure to surrounding elements. 

There are times when life calls us to be a shaft; a 
strong, dependable central figure who is available and 
adjustable to “go the extra mile” with good intentions. 
There are moments when we must be flexibly support- 
ive. There are events when strong, extended arms need 
to hold up the ones who are also part of The Design’s 
intended good purpose. Resilient, properly placed, quick, 
spring-like action is another important deed when giving 
protection and coverings from what may cause damage. 

However. Whenever. Wherever. We can brighten the 
world around us when choosing unique umbrellas with 
a patriotic, nostalgic, or whimsical design. Let’s get a 
grasp on situations and forecasts. Let’s grab a strong, 
portable, on-the-go umbrella for sudden showers. Let’s 
grip a big umbrella for sun-filled times in the backyard 
or beach. Hmm. Shall we take on life’s challenges with a 
pop-up “All-weather Umbrella Plan” and use it?

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What to do about hungry 
deer and sick lilacs 


et’s take a look into the archives! 

Both of the following questions 
came up this past week 

so perhaps a refresher course on 

the following topics would be 

helpful. 

Michelle is troubled by deer 
in her orchard. “My apple trees 
have been surrounded by cages 
of four foot fencing since I plant- 
ed them seven years ago. It has 
done the trick of keeping the 
deer away, and now the trees are 
quite large. My only problem is 
that the orchard looks unkempt. 
I almost never get around to cutting the 
grass that grows within the cages down. 
Is there some other type of deterrent that 
I can use to keep the deer from eating my 
apple trees? If so, I'd be able to take the 
fencing down and cut the grass fairly close 
with the lawn mower.” 

Deer can sure be a nuisance to apple 
growers. At work, the perimeter of our 
orchard is enclosed by a seven foot chain 
link fence; it is great at keeping the deer 
out. If cost or aesthetics prohibits you from 
installing something similar height-wise 
around your trees, head to the local grocery 
store or pharmacy and search out the soap 
aisle. Yes, you read correctly. Deodorant 
soap, the more fragrant the better, has 
been proven to scare away deer. According 
to “Deerproofing Your Yard & Garden” 
by Rhonda Massingham Hart (Storey 
Publishing, $14.95) use the soap by first 
drilling a hole through unwrapped bars big 
enough to pass a piece of cording through, 
then hang in the trees three feet apart from 
one another and three to six feet off the 
ground. You can also unwrap the soap and 
insert it into nylon stockings then sim- 
ply tie it in a loose knot around a branch. 
Either way the smell will permeate the sur- 
rounding area enough to keep deer at a dis- 
tance. Dog hair, as well as human hair, also 
seem to work well as deterrents. Become 
good friends with the local groomer or 
hairdresser and collect their droppings, 
then hang bags of it around the orchard

at the height and distance recommended 
above. Both of these solutions, although 
not entirely aesthetically pleas- 
ing, seem to be better alterna- 
tives than the one you presently 
have. 

This question came from 
Rose who lives in Ware: “My 
sister-in-law’s lilac has a sick 
look to it. The new growth is 
curling, turning brown and even- 
tually dropping from the plant. 
Do you have any idea what 
could be causing this?” 

Without seeing it I can’t give 
you an exact diagnosis, but I can guess 
that it may be either a bacterial blight or a 
phytophthora fungal blight. Both are com- 
mon in wet weather, and we sure have 
had enough of that this spring.Symptoms 
of bacterial blight are splotchy leaves that 
turn brown and eventually die. New growth 
hangs in a pendulous fashion and flower 
buds sometimes blacken. Treat by pruning 
away the infected portion, as well as about 
six inches of healthy tissue below it. In 
between cuts sanitize your clippers with 
rubbing alcohol. Keep the bush pruned to 
allow good air circulation, and fertilize 
and lime in early spring. A fertilizer with 
a higher second number (phosphorus) is 
recommended. Phytopthora fungal blight 
has similar symptoms with the addition 
of brittle leaves and infected mature foli- 
age. Reportedly, white-flowered lilacs are 
more susceptible. For a definite verdict of 
your problem and ways to treat it go online 
to the UMass Amherst’s Plant Problem 
Diagnostics webpage and follow the direc- 
tions to send them a sample.

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Belchertown 
Police Chief 
speaks on 
police brutality

BELCHERTOWN - Local officials in 
Belchertown have been speaking about rac- 
ism and police brutality in the wake of the 
killing of George Floyd by a Minneapolis 
Police Officer. Officials, including 
Belchertown Police Chief Christopher 
Pronovost said the murder should never 
have happened. 

“Our entire department is saddened 
and disappointed about what happened in 
Minneapolis,” Pronovost said. “What hap- 
pened yet again to another person of color is 
senseless and shouldn’t have happened. It is 
hard for people who wear the uniform when 
who someone does something unspeakable 
like this. Our officers were disturbed by it.” 

Policing is an ever-evolving profession, 
according to Pronovost, who has been work- 
ing in law enforcement for 35 years. 

“One of the changes we recently under- 
went was becoming fully accredited,” said 
Pronovost. Belchertown joins departments 
including Amherst, Greenfield and Ludlow 
in being a Massachusetts state accredited 
police department. “It’s a voluntary process 
and in order to get accredited, you have 
to have certain policies and procedures in 
place.” 

Policies and procedures which include 
use of force and community policing poli- 
cies, according to the chief. 

One clarification Pronovost emphasized 
was that none of the officers in the depart- 
ment use a restraint like the one used on 
Floyd. 

“That is not a tactic used here,” he said. 
“There is no way to justify what (the 
Minneapolis officer) did in terms of that. 
There is no explanation. It is not taught here 
or employed by this department.” 

Data on use of force, whether used or not, 
is sent to a federal data bank on a monthly 
basis, which is a voluntary process, accord- 
ing to Pronovost. 

He added that the officers also receive 
training in fair and impartial policing and 
working with members of the LGBT+ and 
immigrant communities, for example. 

“We take our training seriously,” 
Pronovost said. “Even with a tight budget, 
we prioritize training.” 

In terms of accountability, the officers 
have supervisors who “keep a close eye on 
day to day operations.” 

The department also has an “open door 
policy,” even throughout the pandemic. 

“We are here, and people are always 
welcome to send suggestions and provide 
input,” Pronovost said. “If you see some- 
thing you don’t think is right, or you want 
us to do better, let us know. We would like 
all people in town to look at us and trust 
us. People shouldn’t be afraid or hesitant to 
come forward.”

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Granby business owner talks clean working space 


STAFF REPORT 


GRANBY - For the past several months, 
people across the country have been shel- 
tering at home to help stop the spread of the 
COVID-19 virus. It is no surprise that peo- 
ple are now nervous about rejoining their 
communities and reentering public spaces. 

The COVID-19 pandemic has changed 
the definition of “clean,” according to 
Kevin Fall from SERVPRO of Hampshire 
County. As the country slowly begins to 
reopen, Fall, a local professional clean- 
ing specialist, said there four things 
people should look for when they reen- 
ter their community to help ensure they 
are stepping into a healthy environment. 
1. Look for “signs” of clean. 

“When you first walk into a building, 
you should immediately take inventory of 
whether the space has been cleaned recent- 
ly,” Fall said. “A clean space should be free 
of visible dirt and trash.” 

He added that seeing fingerprints on 
doors and windows or stains on counter- 
tops and tables may indicate a relaxed atti- 
tude towards cleaning. High-touch surfaces

should be disinfected regularly. 

“Oftentimes, you can smell a freshly 
cleaned facility,’ he said. “Standalone san- 
itation stations are a good sign that prevent- 
ing the spread of germs is a priority. You 
may notice physical signage stating when 
the space was last cleaned, who is servicing 
the facility, or details of a regular cleaning 
regimen. Many businesses are also hang- 
ing signage to remind guests and employ- 
ees of proper social distancing standards.” 
2. What adjustments have staff made? 

“Everyone has a responsibility to stop the 
spread of the coronavirus,” said Fall. 

The staff of retail businesses, restaurants 
or community centers should be properly 
trained in CDC-approved cleaning methods. 
If employees are not using proper tech- 
niques or products, it might be because of 
a lack of proper training. Likewise, look for 
staff who are wearing gloves and masks and 
who are practicing safe distancing when 
interacting with customers. 

“It 1s obvious when the business is not 
protecting its employees,” he said. “People 
should come before profits.” 

3. What adjustments has the business

made to the physical space? 

Many businesses and facilities have 
made physical changes to their buildings 
to help reduce the risk of spreading ill- 
ness. The business may adjust the traffic 
flow of patrons to prevent congested areas. 
Contactless points-of-sale are becoming 
more common, and many businesses are 
constructing barriers between employees 
and guests. Some are even adding markers 
on floors to indicate safe distances. One 
good way to help prevent the spread of 
infection is to reduce the number of touch 
points, such as propping doors open and 
opening windows to increase airflow. 
Some businesses are going a step further 
and reducing the number of guests allowed 
inside the space at one time. 

4. Does it look like “business as usual?” 
“In the same way that the country changed 
following 9/11, what we once knew as 
“normal” may change forever,” Fall said. 
“Tf a facility is still operating in the way it 
did before the coronavirus pandemic, there 
is a good chance the managers or staff are 
not taking the illness seriously and are not 
prioritizing the health of their employees

and guests.” 

Many businesses have reduced their 
hours of operation or offered times when 
they are open only for at-risk individuals, 
such as senior citizens or those who are 
immune-compromised. 

“Before stepping out of your door, check 
the company’s social media pages or their 
website for communications about their 
hours and the steps they are taking to pro- 
tect patrons,’ he said. “These locations 
should be following federal, state, and local 
mandates with regard to safety.” 

Lastly, Fall added that “Reopening 
America requires all of us to move for- 
ward together by practicing social distanc- 
ing and other daily habits to help reduce 
the risk of exposure to the coronavirus.”
